It was stated the usual Louis 
of work in the factory in question were from siz іп the morn- 
ing until six in the evening, but they were aometincs ex- 
tended to niue end even eleven o'clock ab night. Decsased 
had an aged mother to support as well as herself, aud bad 
no choice but to go to the factory and be slowly poisoned, or starve 
at once. The medical evidence went to show that her death re- 
sulted from lead poisoning, acvelerated by маці of food. The jury 
returned a verdict that deogaged died from the poison of white lead, 
and that her death was acoelerated throvgh want of food, which 
the action af the poison rendered it д сои for ber to take; and 
the jury are of opinion that, considering the deacly ratuie cf the 
occupation, the hours of employment in white lead factories are 
too long; and also that it would be desirable that there, sbculd be 
asystematio inspection of such establishments by s Goverment 
Cicer.

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THE WAR IN JAPAN.—VICE-ADMIRAL KUPER AND REAR-ADMIRAL JAURES PROCEEDING TO ARRANGE TERMS OF PEACE. 


THE:WAR IN JAPAN.—OPERATIONS IN THE STRAITS 
OF БІМОХОВАКІ. 


F LL particolars of the operations in the Straits of Simonosaki, by 
the allied squadrons of the Englisb, French, Americans, and Datch, 
have been issued by the Admiralty. We extract a portion of the 
despatch of J. H J. Alexander, captain of her Majesty's ship 
Euryalus, commanding the Naval Brigade :— 

„Having formed on the beach, the Naval Brigade ascended the 
heights, immediately above a succession of small terraces, to cep- 
ture a one-gun battery at their sammit; aud, after reaching the 
crest of the boulder descend ite western side to overlook the heavy 
battery at its foot, and cover, if necessary, the flank of the combined 
column then advancing along the beach to the westward. 

„The one-gun battery was found to be deserted, the gun re- 
moved, the carriage only remaining, which was immediately de- 
atroyed. 

In crossing this battery the right flank became exposed to the 
enemy's riflemen, concealed in the dense bush on the opposite (east) 
side of the ravine. 

„The leading company immediately deployed in skirmishing 
order, and returned their fire, while the colamn pushed on and 
gained the cover of the upper bluff, though not bsfore the force had 
suffered the loss ef three wounded. 

“Оп descending, with much labcur, through the dengo brush- 
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wood on the western side, a detachment of French sailors was 
found in occupation of the upper battery on the right-hand side of 
the valley. 

“The remainder of the force, excepting & company of Royal 
Marine Artillery (Lieutenant W. H. T. M. Dodgiu, Royal Marine 
Artillery, in command), left to join my command, had continued 
ite march west ward. 

“Not conceiving the assistance of the brigade required by the 
main foroe, and as immediately on arriving at the foot of the hill 
parties of the enemy had shown themselves at intervals between 
the trees on either side of the valley, snd opened fire with field and 
mountain pieces &nd musketry, whioh they withdrew out of sight 
towards the head of the valley whenever my men advanced, I de- 
termined to hold the batterieg on either side of the valley, and oc- 
сору the men іп diemounting the guns, destroying the carriages, 
and exploding the magazines, &o.; after which, if not required to 
join the remainder of the force, I intended attacking the enemy's 
stockade at the head of the valley, and capturing his guns. 

“ The former part of my intention was carried out, and the men 
hed hed half an hour for such dinner as they could get, when I re- 
ceived intelligence that the main body was returning, at the same 
time an order te embark, in accordance with which the Royal 
Marine Artillery company had shoved off, when about ball-past 
three I received orders to retain possession of the batteries, the Per- 
seus being aground beneath that to the eastward. 


“I now considered it more than ever advisable to dislodge the 
enemy at the end of the valley, and the head of the marine column 
appearing at this minute I sent а request to Lieut-Oolonel Suther 
to co-operate for that object, to which he agreed, selecting the right 
side of the valley for his attack. 

“The Naval Brigade, in order to take the left instantly, but with 
some difficulty, crossed o7 the ridges b»tween the rice fields, and on 
reaching the narrow roadway оп the left of the valley, commenred 
ascending it at the double. 

“u The enemy had already commenced firing, but on observing 
from this, aud the approach of the marines, our intention was to 
attack, hia fire became extremely hot. Our men continued at the 
double, and returned it with steadiness and visible effect, and when 
distent sbout 200 yards, with в loud cheer from all, the leading 
company rushed on, the succeeding company, whilst still advancing, 
returning the enemy’s fire, whioh he continued from the parapet of 
the moat and top of an eight-foot wall, backing the front side of the 
palisade, till the leading meu were within fifty yards, when he 
threw down his arms sud ren in all directions. 

„ regret to state that at this moment a musket- shot through the 
ankle-joint of the right foot totally incapacitated me from proceed- 
ing, and on а atretober arriving I was carried to the rear, leaving 
the brigade under orders of Lieutenant Herrington.

The most elevated ia called the Opureone. The climate is most de- 
lightful, and the island healthy. The productions are numerous, 
especially the plants which furnish food for man. Food, oil, cloth, 
and cordage are obtained by the natives from various vegetables. 
Timber is abundant on the island, into which English domestio 
animals bave been introduced. 

The inhabitants of these islands resemble those of Tahiti. They 
are generally sbove the middle stature; but are not so masculine 
ag the Band wich Islanders. The prevailing colour із а bronze, or 
& reddish brown. Missionaries first visited these islands in 1797; 
and Christianity is now almost everywhere the prevailing religion 
there. J he printing press was established June 30th, 1817, at 
Tahiti, from which the natives of the islands are supplied with 
publications suited to their tastes, and in their own language. In 
1843 the French found some quarrel with Otaheite, and sent & 
strong force to attack the Queen Pomare. A stout resistance was 
made ; but the army of the Europeans at last prevailed, and in 1846 
the French took porsersion as its protectors. 

Tahiti is а lovely place, and, without dispute, the gem of the 
Pacific. You сап stroll for hours through the beautiful orange 
groves, and the delicious perfumes that are wafted on every breeze 
remind one strongly of Paradise described іп Bo:iptare.

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Tun Admiralty persists in sending to the Mediterranean, as flag- 
ship of the admiral in command, а line-of-battlo ship which could 
not possibly take & place in & line of battle, which could un- 
doubtedly be knocked to pieces by & little iron-clad gun-boat, and 
which, though thus utterly unserviceable, requires the largest crew 
and the greatest expenditure known to our navy. The Victoria is 
an immense three-decker, carrying 121 guns, and a complement of 
1,100 men. Her engines аге of 1,000-horse power, she is finely 
built, is a new vessel, and would, ten years ago, have represented 
a most formidable man-of-war. But she is now no man-of-war at 
all. Weare not exaggerating the саве, or using any cxtravagant 
terms of depreciation. It is simply and literally the truth that if а 
war were to break out this costly ship could not go into action, 
except en the condition of going straight to destruction. She is & 
wooden ship, and her enormous armament is composed of guns de- 
signed for fighting with other wooden ships, whereas no such 
vessels would take part in modern warfare. A naval engagement 
in the Mediterranean would be fought with iron-clads, which iron- 
clads, while absolutely impregnable to any gun carried by the Vic- 
toria, would themselves carry guns by which in 8 few minutes they 
could send the Victoria to the bottom or convert her crowded decks 
into blazing shambies. There is not the slightest doubt about this. 
Now, as all this is perfectly notorious, as there is not the least dis- 
guise or secret about the matter in any quarter whatever, it will be 
asked with considerable astonishment what such & proceeding can 
mean. We cannot answer the question on authority, but we 
suppose it must mean that the accommodation provided for an 
admiral and his suite on board а three-decker like the Victoria is 
very superior to that offered by one of the new iron-clade. Oar 
modern men-of-war are splendid fighting ships, but they are not 
very comfortable vessels. The best of them, we fear, are compara- 
tively incommodious, and some of them might be thought, on & 
fastidious estimate, to be scarosly habitable for any lengtuened 
term of service. They аге fitter for the brunt of battle than for 
ordinary demonstrations in time of peace. If war were to come, 
nothing but iron-clads would serve our purpose, but in the mean- 
while we may drop these shells, as knights put off their armour, and 
go to ses in undress for the sake of ease and comfort. Even in the 
Channel squadron the admiral's flag was carried in а wooden two- 
decker, though a fleet of iron-clads followed his commands. This 
we imagine must be the explanation of the affair; atleast, we can 
put no better interpretation on it. On no hypothesis, however, 
can we think the proceeding justifiable Even if it is to 
be assumed that sn admiral in command should be lodged 
on board a convenient packet ship rather than a good man- 
of-war, that would not warrant the employment of the 
Victoria, for she professes to be а man-of-war and not 
8 pleasure yacht, and she will entail enormous charges іп a capa- 
city which she can never sustain. If an admiral for the duties of 
his office in peace time reqaires spacious cabins, handsome farni- 
tore, and extensive accommodation, better recognise the fact at 
once, and make arrangements accordingly. A gocd corvette or & 
roomy old paddle-wheel sloop might be converted into a floating 
hotel superior to the Victoria at a twentieth part of the charge, 
and without any scandal. The monstrous thing in the present caso 
is that if it is simply for accomzaodation's sake that the Victoria is 
selected, she is fitted out and despatched in another character alto- 
gether—a character in which she is à mere imposture, but which, 
nevertheless, makes the most extravagant and inconvenient de- 
mands upon the resources of the State. Either the Victoria ig in- 
tended for » fighting ship or she із not. If she is, she is a great 
deal worse than useless; if she is not, why give her 121 guns, and 
upwards of 1,000 trained seamen? We are of opinion that the 
flag-ship of the Mediterranean fleet should be a fighting ship like 
all the other ships of the squadron. If we maintain a fleet 
in those waters for any purpose at all, it must be for the 
purpose of asserting our rights or maintaining our policy by 
force of arms in case of need. For the most part we may hope 
there would be no fighting, but we must still be prepared for it. 
To send to the Mediterranean as part of the British fleet on that 
station & ship incapabic of going into action would be an anomsly 
as great as sending into garrison at Malta a regiment incompetent 
to perform military duty. The fleet is on active service, and every 
vessel in it is presumed to be in fighting orJor. But if the Victoria 
ie really to go out she will be an exception to the rule. Нег crew 
may be admirably disciplined, and she may be in all respects an 
efficient man-of-war if measured by the standard of ten years sinew. 
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hat standard, however, is no longer applicable, as eve ry sailor in 
Ше Jeet would krow full well. To take the Victoris isto acticn 
against a mcdern fightiog ship would bo simply to make a wanton 
sacrifice of life.

mous sizo, armed to the teeth, making the greatest possible preten- 
sions to fighting power, ard yet notoricus!y incompeteut to engage 
a gun-boat. If cur гоч. olas are at present lees commodious than 
the old wooden ships, that is a defect which the designers о; our 
new iron-clads should be instructed to remedy; but if living in a 
small cabin is uncomfortable, it ie, at avy rate, more ccmfortab!e 
than going to the bottom. We can concvive, in short, no jastifica- 
tion for commissioning ibis old-fashioved aid row useless three- 
decker. If ell that ig wan!e! is a flcating residence for the admiral, 
that could be provided far more chesply and more effectually too. 
If an admiral's ship should etil] display the pomp and circumstance 
of war, that condition із certainly rot satisfied by an unserviceable 
armament aud a worthless bull. In short, the flag-ship in the 
Mediterranean must, on any assumption, be either a pleasure yacht 
or a man-of- war, but ihe Victoria is neither оре nor the other, and 
will yet cost the country far more than the best speoimens of both.

Tux Preid.nilsl eleciion in America has terminated, as every one 
anticipated, in the victory of Mr. Lincoln. The ішпә of similar 
contests not unfrequently remains for some time doubtful, but that 
of the recent struggle was krown throughout the Union a few hours 
after the polling booths were closed. ‘Lhe success of the Republi- 
can pariy was overwhelming. In every State save throe—ramely, 
Kentucky, Delaware, and New Јегвеу —Mr. Lincoln obtained а 
mej»rity over his opponent, tho verdiet of the cit'zene of New York 
having, however, like those of tbe States we have just named, 
been given in favour of MCleilan. ‘he rulirg posers bave 
turned to gcod account the advantage their position gave them, 
and fer another term of four jcare, tarring the con- 
tingency of а revolution, their posts are secure. The 
immedia!e results of the re-election of Mr. Lincoln it would be 
impossible to predict. The “ platform " of the Republican party is 
well known, but the time oan scarcely be far distant when events 
will necessitate the modification of its present basis. Both Demo- 
cra‘s and Republicans «quallg declared themselves in favour of the 
prosecution of the war, and both made the re-establishment of the 
Union а necessary condition to the corclasion of peace. Тһе ap- 
proach of the winter months will prevent the Federal generals at- 
tempting offensive operations on an extensive scale; and, with a 
new lease of power, the Government will have no special motive 
for sacrificing some thousands of their soldiers on the chance of 
gaining а military success. Affairs in the fleld will therefore, in 
all probability, go on much as they did last winter, and the Govern- 
ment will concentrate all their energies for the subjugation of the 
Confederacy in the coming spring. 


Ат the Old Bailey sessions, threo young men named Shaw, Hart, 
and Ohipps, having the appearance of costermongers, were iudisted 
fur a robbery. 

The prosecutor was James Hall, а journeyman ooach-buil’er in 
Bbouldham strett, Bryanston-sjuare Оа the morning of Muller's 
execution he was in the Old Bailey about а qnarter before Line 
o'clock. He had then 193. in loose silver in а pocket cf his trousers, 
and he kept his hard in the pocket containing the money. While 
there bis hat was knocked off, he could not say by whom. lie 
drew bis hand fiom the pocket to catch his hat, and imne- 
dively alterwards felt the hand of the prisoner Shaw іп the 
picket. He tried, but could not hold it there, aud he saw Shaw 
pass the silver to the prisoners Hart and Obipos He had pre- 
viously seen the three prisoners together in tho crowd. In less than 
five minutes after the robbery he saw Chipps aud Hart in custody, 
and he had no doubt that Shaw was the man who passed tbe money 
to them. No money was found upon cither Hart or Chippa when 
apprebended, but they had bad opportunities of getting rid of that 
stolen from the prosecutor, supposing it to have heen handed to 
them. 

The jury found a verdict of “ Guilty” against all threo. 

Bart and Chipps, with a youth named Thomas Rayner, were then 
indicted for а robbery with violence. . 

The prosecutor, John Plato, an estate agent at Chesham, in Back- 
ingbamshire, was in the Old Bailey, opposite the governor's house, 
во: Пу before the body was removed. His watch, а gold one, was 
in a pocket of his waistcoat, attached by a strong gold chain toa 
buttonhole, his coat and an overcoat were buttoned over it. There 
was &1ush or division among the crowd, in which his hat was 
kuccked cff, and he felt t vo hands at the pocket contaiuing his 
watch. Ho had nearly £10 in the breastpocket of his coat at 
the time. He explained, in reply to the Recorder, that he 
had not gone to see the execution, but was trying to pasa down 
the Old Bailey after it was over. He saw the prisoner Obipps 
with his watch in his hand, end witness held it by the chaia 
until the chain broke. He was bustled and thrown down, and 
the prisoners Hart aod Rayner stood in front of him, 
holding him cown, while Ohipps seized him by a vital part aud 
caused him iutense pain. Но shouted “ Murder” and “ Police, 
when two constables came to his assistance. The prisoners at- 
tempted to run away, but were caught aud taken to a police- 
etation. . А 

The jury convicted all thrio prisoners, and two previong convic- 
lions having been proved against the prisoner Shaw and cue 

ainst Rayner . 
жы hasarder sentenced Shaw to eighteen, Hart and Chipps to 
twelve, and Rayner, іо nine months’ imprisonment with hard 
labour.

i Lady Margaret Anna Phipps said sbe was the wife of Charles 
Beaumont Phipps. Ellen West had been in her service nine or ten 
months. She did not on the 7th November tell the prisoner that 
she wished to have some silks for inspection from Mcsers. Bird 
and Allen's, as she wished to make а present to her daughter's 
nurse at Osborne. Оа the 8th of November she did not make any 
selection or see the things. She did not on that dey order a black 
silk skirt, and bad not authorized the prisoner to obtain anything cf 
the kind from Messrs. Bird end Allen in her name. she sent an 
India shawl to be cleaned. : 

Prisoner, on being askedif she had any question to ask Lady 
Phipps, remarked thet the witness bad not sent her for the goods. 

Tbe prisoner was then charged with stealing an India shawl, а 
black silk mantle, snd other articles, which were produced in 
court, the property of Lady Phipps. А : 

Lady Phipps was egain examined, and said the Indian shawl 
and black silk were ber property. She never gave any of the 
articks to prisoner, or authorized her to pawa them. Eilen West 
was in witness's service ag ledy’s maid. The things were in her 
custody. 

William Wilder, assistant to Mr. Daniel Brown, 14, Oranbourn- 
street, Leiccster-square, seid that the articles produced were 
offered in pledge iu the name of Anue Bevan. He agreed toad- 
vance £15 10s. on the articles. Tue prisoner wag the person who 
pawned them. А 

Some further evidence having been given, the prisoner was asked 
if she bad anything to say to the oharge. She said she did not take 
the things with the intention of stealing them. On the charge of 
stealing from Lady Phi ner remarked that she meant to got 
the things back, and did not intend to steal them. 

She was then committed to take her trial.

Os Mor day, Dr. Lankester resumed, at the Elephant and Castle, 


King's-rosd, Camder-towp, an it quest om the body of Robert 
kdward Double, aged eleven months, who was alleged to have 
been kiled through injuries received from а hammer and otber 


miseiles thrown at him by a man ramed Hanon, in whose bouse 
he was in posecssicn as а brcker's man, and which was alleged 
to have struck deo ased си the forehead as he was ly ir g ou the bed 
This was alleged to have taken place on raging Q the 8th of 
October, and the child died on the 4th November, ard Dr. Fir ch, 
to whos it was taken, said although һө saw bruises, be і ad, on 
mab irg а post mortem examinaticu, соте to а conelusion that the 
child had did of cepvulsicne, and that the bruises ов the forehead 
had nothing to do witb its death. it having transpired the child 
had been uuder the medical attention of Dr. O'Connor of the Royal 
Free Hospital, the inquest was adjourned for bis attendance. 

Dr. O'Convor said he was спе of the physicians of the Royal 
Free Hospital, and tbe child was first brought to bim at the Royal 
Pree Hospital on the 15 b of October, iube under broncbitis and 
nothing ele. Ile saw it three or four times up to the 204 of Nov, 
when it was so much better that he merely directed it to have alter- 
ative medicine. He was prepared to assert that there was no bruise 
whatever on its forehead or temple; had there been he must have 
soen it, and, moreover, tbe father never uttered a word to him 
about the child having received any injury. The father stated as 
an exouse for bringing the child tothe hospital himself, that he 
had no home and no one to teke care of the child. 

Busannah Bannister row deposed that she lived with the father 
of the child, and thet it died in sy pe convulsions at 4, Elizabeth- 
place, and «he took it to Mr. Finch. 

Mr. Finch said his belief was that the child hed died of conval- 
gions, and that the bruises he saw bad no oonuezion with the 
death, end must have been inflicted more recest!y than the 9:h cf 
October. 

The Coroner said unless the child had been ill-treated for ihe 
purpose of getting up а case, this evidence was very strange. II in 
that cage the bruises were the cause of death, then it would be ad- 
visable to acjcurn the inquest again, but after the medical evide noe 
he could not see the necessity. 

The jury ultimately returned a verdict “ That decease! i: d died 
from nai urs] causes, and not from the violence alleged.”

Hick had latteriy been 
frequently oonfined to his bed, as much from mental depression 
as illness, aud he told his medical man that he felt be could rot 
live - he was so miserable.

€atirg а hearty supper, and early next morning he was fou ĵo hang- 
ing from tLe banisters of the staircase, a: d dead. At the inqui st, held 
yesterday afternoon, at the Leeds Town Hall, before Mr. Blach - 
burn, evidence to the following «Несі was given by Rosamond 
Hick, the widow of the deceaged:—Hick has been low-spirited 
ever since the trial in the Divorce Oourt, when his petition against 
me was dismissed with costs to the amount of £600, and it was the 
payment of these that troubled him. He mentioned the subject to 
me the last time cn Thursday night. It was twelve o'clock when 
I went to bed, and deceased wag then awake. He said, “Oh, Rosy, 
I wish I had not lost this money. 1 hope you will never sgain 
leave me.” I promised that I never would. About half-past eight 
o'olock this (Friday) morning I was awakened by our deg barking, 
and when 1 found my husband had risen I went to the door to sea 
where he was.

Merman (who ie the 
clerk of the boarc): І took out the summons before the child was Vao- 
cinated. The defendant: The child wag vacciuated on Friday morning. 
Mr. Dayman: Ihat was after you were summoned. You are liable to the 
penalty for not having the cnild vaccinated before. This was an admission 
of the offence in fao. The Ast required the mother of a child to have it 
vacoloated within threo orfour montis after tho birth. Dr, Whiteman, of 
Рипеу, said that as оге of tae public vaccinators he drew the attention of 
tae board of guardians to the case. Тпеу had small-pox prevailing in the 
nelghbourho.d, and being medical cfficer of the district it was one cf hia 
duties to see tha: every precaution was taken to prevent the spread of 
epidemics He made a houce to house visitatiop, and found tha: defendant's 
ehlid was the only one not vaccinsted. Не had preyiowly re.soned with

fuil penalty, their object being to prevail on the poor to pay attention tw 
vaccination of their cuudren, no$only for their own benefit, but for the 
good of society. Mr Dayman then flued her 23, and 23. costs, end on her 
represent.ng that shehad not the money sho was allowed в week to pay it. 
Mrs. Sinarp, of Battersea, who was dressed im mourning, was summoned for 
a simi'ar offence. The defendant pleaded Gulley,“ and said ehe kept 
patting cff the vaccination of hor children, and they had the small-pox. 
Mr. Merriman said in this csee Бего were peculiar features of aggravation.

Ovn engraving on p. 851 represents в meet of tbe bounds of the 
Dake ol Beanicrt, ie the green sward of the park at Badminton, so 
widely celebrated as the bistorio bome of the family of Somerset. 
‘The spectacle is such as can hardly fail to interest every real lover 
of our old Eoglish field eports. арі mp wears & favourable 
aspect. Tie weather is charming, and the beams of the sun glisten 
on tho ivy and holly, and, straying through the trees, brighten tbe 
turf beneath. A keen breeze rises and falls in gusts, snd roars in 
ita own musie through the woode. A large number of persons, 
mounted and on foot, are assembled, and а sprinkling of red costs 
lends colour and animation to tbe scene, which is full of picturesque 
incidents — horses are amm = io end fro, carriages are driven 
past, and the stream o lestriens is in constent motion, while the 
duke is eagerly watched and waited for. The meet is at Worcester 
1 odge, three miles from Badminton House, at the end of the grand

avenue, where it opens into а wide circular glade, admirably adapted 
to exbibit the scenic ¢ffeote of hunting.

Three officers (ron-commig- 
sioned) of H M.B. ont were 
the first тісіпе. Their boat 


was сапды іп the squall and 
capsized immediately. ‘the great- 
est exertions were made by the 
officers and crew of Brazilian 
corvette, the Bahians, which was 
anchored near the scene of the 
disaster, but they only arrived in 
time to seoure one of the drown- 
ing officers, who was taken stil 
alive on board of the corvette, 
and earefully attended te by the 
surgeon of the әзір, but all yu 
vain. Admiral Elliot and his 
wife were returning from tbe 
Gloria in their launch with a 
boat's crew of eighteen sailors, 
and were also placed in the most 
imminent danger. They could 
uot approach their vessel (¿be 
бошһау), but were fortunately 
driven alongside of a French 
merchant ship which bad just en- 
tered the harbour, whioh received 
them all on board. The launch, 
which was fullof water and hailstones, went to the bottom as soon as 
the last man left it. Thecommander of thé Bombay and bis boat's crew, 
who were also returning from the shore, had, if possible, а still more 
narrow escape. Thelr boat was upset about haifa mile from the 
fort, and they saved themselves by clinging to its bottom till as- 
sistance was rendered them. Sergeant Apollinario Joaquim de 
Almeida and & brave boat's crew from the fort, sucoceded іп 
rescuing them, and took them to the fort, where e kind 
attention was afforded them. In all, nine merchant Wasa sax 
capsized at their anchorage, and many lives were lost. The captain 
ofthe English bark Leighton and big wife had в very narrow 
escape, being in the cabin of the vessel at the time. Their 
son, however, a fine lad of twelve years of age, and some of the 
sailors, perished. The damage done to merchandize in stores and 
io the Oustom- house is immense.

woods’ Express.” From the latter we extract the following thrill- 
fog narrative | 


It i$ now many years since that I was stationed at Бігіге Land- 
ing, $ smell military post near the Upper end of Lake Huron. A 
rude isolated spot it was, scarcely redeemed from the surrounding 
Wilderness, and only retained by Government for the convenience 
it afforded in distributing their presente to the wilder Indians. 

Durivg the summer season, we had little lesu: e to think of our 
banishment from civilisation, when the o«noe-fleets of Wipncb«go, 
Ottawa, and Minominie filed our bay, and our presence wag oon- 
tinually needed te preserve pm among the fierce autagonistic 
tribes inhabiting the four or five hundred wigwame e round 
us; when golema councils with great chieftains filled the day; and 
from sunset until far into the night, the sir resounded with the 
booming of drums and beating of oalabasbes, and the monotonous 
Indian chant, as the tribesmen, clad іп the spoils of bear, and elk, 
and panther, performed wild characteristic dances before our houses, 
and at the lodge-doors of the prinoipal chiefs. 

Bat when the autumn winds swept the forest bare of leaves, and 
our last visitor had returned to village; when the rigorous 
winter of the far north barst over us, with ite bitter frosts and deep 
snows, then the dreariness of our position was beyond desorip- 
tion ; one of its most painful adjuncts being, that, as the ice-border- 
ing deepened around the lake, the occasional sloop no longer came 
in with ite precious freightage of letters; and during all thet long 
winter of more than six months’ duration, our only communication 
with the world was twice by expresses brought over the enow by 
Indians. When the time for these arrivals drow near, no words 
can tell the depth of our anxiety, and daily we walked miles to 
meet the bearers of tidings whioh might, after all, 811 us with grief. 

On one occasion, mine were exceedingly sorrowfal. My brother, 
өп artillery officer, had been wounded by the bureting of а gun at 
Toronto, and was slowly but surely dying. This was 5 great 
shook, for he was all left to me in the world, and I at once resolved 
to go to him. My companions tried strenvonaly to dissuade me by re- 
presentations of the gigantio wilderness through which I must pass, 
and which at that season taxed the endurance and energies even of 
red men. But I was strong and active, and used to the wild sports 
around us; and whst the Indian could do for gain, surely in such 
а case I could; aud if I arrived only in time to look once more 
upon my brother’s face, and clasp his hand, it would more than re- 
pay every hardship, and be a lifelong consolation. 

Once ед, no time wae lost in preparation; and the next 
morning at daybreak, acoompanied by an Indian and his son, as 
quaes started on the expedition, which was to take us five hun- 

red miles through that most dreary and deeolate region extending 
north of Lake Huron, and ор, at that time, almost, to Toronto; 
while to meet the exigencies of such an enterprise, our only re- 
sources were the rifles in our bands. and the bear-skin, blanket, 
and haversack each slung over his shoulder. 

But we set forth resolutely and hopefully, plodding, on our cum- 


brous snow-shoes, through those vast snow-olad solitudes ; thread- | pal 


ing wild passes, where we scarcely could force опг way ; crossing 
vast frozen swamps, where the tempestuous north wind almost 
swept us from oor feet; and toiling slong dark tracts of pine- 
forest, through whose arches the wolf howled dismally, end the 
panther pursued his prey. When night came, the Indians heaped 
воогев of dry loge and branches into а blazing fire, at which we 
boiled our coffee and cooked our game. The nearest fir-thicket 
afforded us & shelter beneath which to spread our bear-skins on 
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piles of cut fir branches; and long after, wearled by the day's «xer- 
tion, I had stretched myself on this back woods’ couch, I could hear 
the soft low voices of my companions discussing the never-weary- 
ing theme of the past glories of their wa, the elder, 
the descendant of a long line of war-chiefs, lofty, eloquent, and 
regretful; and Leksho, in his hopeful youth, full of bright pro- 
phecies for the future. 

Nearly two-thirds of our arduous journey was accomplished, and 
save thet our limbs suffered from the continuous snow-shoe travel, 
and that the fierce glare of the sun on the glittering snow affected 
our eyes, sil had gone weli with us, when one day a àistant sound 
broke on the desth-like stiliness. Ав ws advanced, the undefined 
murmur increased until it filled the air with the strange sound, at 
that season, of tumultuous water; and goon after we reached the 
brink of а dark rocky rift, through whose depthe, some seventy 
feet below, & river was rusbing with fearful violence, lashing the 
sides of ita narrow prison, foaming and surging as it swept on ita 
ragazed way, and swelling into an angry roar, to which iis lofty 
barriers gave & deep reverberation. 

The river's course intersected our own almost at right angles; 
therefore, we should have to oross it; and looking along the stream 
northward, I perceived that & pine-tree lay across the chasm, far- 
nisbing us with а bridge. Not that the sccommodation it offered 
was particularly inviting, for the rounded trunk, unbarked by a hun- 
dred storme, was pollahed by а layer of frozen snow almost to the 
brilliancy and smoothness of glass, while onty here and there a gaunt 
branch stood out, like а huge finger post, pointing warningly to the 
torrent boiling below. However, the India s seemed to make no- 
thing of the danger, their mocoagined feet cli: ging to the smooth 
surface like paother's paws, es, to my extrewe unessiness, they 
pes:ed and repaased the chasm, conveying across our snow shoes, 
rifles, and provisions. 

At length I rejoiced that the transit cf ureelves and chattels 
was safely effected; end we were about resuming our journey, 
when Lekebo discovered that one of our beareh ins bad been left 
behind Finding be intended returning for it, I endeavoured to 
dissuade him, but he laughed at my fears, and bounding on to the 
prostrate tree, began to cross; his father and І watching the light, 
swift step, and erect bearing, with which he seemed to glide rather 
than welk slong the perilous path. 

He had about reached the centre of the bridge, when, with out- 
stretched wings, а great arctic owl swooped suddenly down, evi- 
dently about to settle on the tree before him. This would have 
been embarraseing, and ina moment Checheg wa's rifle echoed far 
snd wide, as ita unerring bullet entered the buge bird's side, aud 
the next instant, — wounded, it fell through the air, а flatter- 
ing mass of snow-white feathers. 

Sat it proved only an exobaoge of evils. The nerves of the 
youthful Indian had not a'tsined the iron firmuess of his elder 
tribesman— he started, his foot alid on the polished block, he lost 
his balance, and, almost ere we realized the frightfal ecene before 
ug, fell headlong down the dark abyss. 

Never shall ! forget the cry of bitter anguish which burst from 
the fstber's lips, as we both rushed to the precipitous brink, but 
the unfortunate youth had alresdy vanished beneath the wild 
waves of the hurrying flood—to be dasbed sgainst its opposing 
rooks, to be tossed among its restless surges, and finally swept 
over its outlet cataract, & fearful journey out of the world! 

I wae shocked, awe-stricken, and most deeply distressed at 
the appalling end of that joyous young life. Yet what 
were my feelings to those of the wretched man beside me, whose 
own act hed ali but wrought the evil, and who bung over 
the dark torrent with outetretched hands and starting eyes, over- 
wheimed with horror; while hie stern lineaments were convaleed 
with such ап inexpressible agony of grief, and anguish, and de- 
spair, that even the red bronze hue 4 his race faded toa dusky 
leness. 

In the face of so terrible an efiiojion consolation was im- 
possible, the wa'mest and most heartfelt sympathy wee all I 
eould offer. “The poor fellow seemed to comprehend me, for 


his eye softened through the Indian stoicism within which, 


he strove to con his grief. But tbe next moment, 
as if by в sudden thought, he turned away, and walked 
rapidly through the bush. In no small alarm, followed, and 
overtook him just as he reached the fatal river, a considerable way 


c 


down its course, doubtless influenced by the hope ot votaint., uas 
more glimpse of his lost child. 

But no words can express my astonishment and consternation, 
when, gaining the Indian's side, I looked down on а deep rocky 
basin, formed by an abrupt bendiin the river's course, within whioh 
the pent-up etream was whirling round in ope huge eddy, for, in 
the midst, erect, as in life, but turning rapidly with the revolving 
water, was the form of the lost Leksho! 

It was horrible! I could scarcely (believe my eyes, but they 
served me only too faithfully; for there, в; ghastly, appalling ob- 
ject, wae the hopeful, light-hearted youth, who had stood beside 
us scarcely ап hour since, and whose laughter yet seemed rivg- 


ivg іп our ears I knew such 2. had been seen for daye | 
miles 


together іп the whirlpool some below Niagera Falls, in 
that on tbe Mitigeno; and the remoter Indians һәй brought 
to Blair's Landing accounts of similar catastrophes іп the far 
wilds; but I never realized the fearfulpese of such а 
spectacle, and my very heart seemed to fail, and my eyes to ebrivk, 
эз Í gazed on the whirling umrest of the dead. Meanwhile, still, 
silent, and apparently absorbed іп that appslling presence, 
Oheohegws sank, balf-aittiog, helf-kneeling on the snow. For 
houra be never moved. The wind beat against him in ioy gusts, 
but he did not appear to fesl it; the evening set in a bitter frost, 
but he did not seem conscious of the cold from which I ehivercd ; 
and I was fain to try my own skill in building а fire, not only for 
warmth, but to lessen the gloom of the coming night. 

The earliest daylight showed that fearful form still revolving 
restlegely in the whiripool’s centre, and again, silent aud absorbed, 
Obeobeg wa held his agonizing watch I knew that each hour waa 
but adding to the Indian's grief; І knew that each was les:eving 
my chance of findiog my own beloved one living, bat I had not 
heart to tear the fetber from the last sight, herrowing as it wes, of 
bis lost son, But on the second morning the whirlpool was vacant 
—the dead bad been mercifully removed from our sight. Then, 
without a word, Ohechegwa гого to oontipue his journey, and as he 
went on ahead, hie step was ав firm and hie bearing as proud ae if 
рост Lekeho had stil! been of our little oompany ; but at cur first 
halt Í noticed that he hid the upper part of his face beneath the 
deep black pigment which is tbe Indian symbol of grief; and when 
we stopped at night, he raised the solemn chant, the red man’s last 
tribute to the departed, setting forth the virtues of the dead aud the 
sorrow of the living, until even Indian fortitude could endure no 
more, and wrapping his head in hie blanket, be bent it silently upon 
his knees. 

It was miserable work travelling through the wilde with 10 
companion save the grief-stricken Indian, who, tboogh he dili- 
gently performed his duties as guide, never opened his lips except 
when beside the camp fire he nightly attempted and failed in his 
dismal death-eong. My only consolation was, that it would soon 
be.over, and ! had begun to count the days, when once more wo 
heard tbe rushing of water. I grew nervous at the proe pect of an- 
other torrent; but no words oan exprers my feelings when ап 
hour's travel broogbt us to the brink of the very whirlpcol we bad 
lett four days before! 

I looked at Ohecheg wa; he was standing tranquiliy by the trou- 
bled basin, and then for the frat time I noticed that his eye was 
rambling, and that the lofty expression of his face bad given place 
to а helpless vacancy. The truth at once flashed upon my mind 
that the horrors atteadant on poor Leksho's death had crazed his 
unbappy father; and with a vague idea, gaining strength as bis 
mind weakened, that at the whirlpool he should still see his aon, 
he hed turned on his steps, and brought us back to it. 

Under the ciroumstances, it was а terrible disoovery. Ohechegwa 
was no longer a trustworthy guide, and I was virtually lost in thst 
almost interminable wilderness. Many instances crowded on my 
memory of men who, similarly placed, had wandered weoks and 
months among its mezeg, and of many more who had never issved 
from tbem; end ignorent as 1 was of the route and landmarke, 
such а fate might well be mine. 

All that night I sat by tbe fire, pondering plans of extrication ; 
and ав soon ав day broke, I roused the haif-slambering indian, and 
leading instead of being led by him, commenced to put them into 
execution, summoning all my little foreat-lore in mosses and tree- 
growths to aid me in my design, which was to travel eastward 
trusting in time to come upon a road leading into the colony.

only signs of remembrance he evinoed were, that the mourning 
peint was scrupulously renewed, and that he continued to inur- 
mur by the fire а rambiing lament. 

I bad started with the resolve, whatever might betide, not to 
despair, aud truly 1 had much need to persevere іп it, as the days 
grew into weeks, end left us still entangled in the bush; as our 
moccasins were d ow leet, and had to be replaced by hareskins ; 
as our powder sbort, and want pressed close to us; and, worse 
than all, as out limbs ewelled until they could scarcely support us. 

At length one morning mine failed me altogether; and as í lay 


helplessly upon my bear-skin, the long withstood despair rushed | 


over me, My brother bad doubtless long since pasted away, and 
alter all my struggles, I too was about to perish miserably. Oar 
fire was dyiog out for want of the fuel I could no longer gather; 
our food would barely suffice the day, and I was unable to provide 
more; while adding to my d sion was the melancholy figure 
bending over the expiring embers, with its funereal paint and 
croonivg desth-soug. Even this extremity could not penetrate the 
poor indiaa’s clouded faculties. 

А night and а day passed, and each hour my suffering increased. 

The want of fire almost froze më as I lay, the cold racked me 
with intolerable psin, and a strange sensation of Q Y began io 
overpower me with what I trusted might be death Hut men used

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR TE WEEK.

| charged with committing а violent assault on her husband, Wiiliam 
Hetherton. The latter, а deceit-loc king mechanic, who exhi- 
bited а wound on the forehead, ssid he lived at No. 10, 
Gibson-street, Waterloo-road, avd worked in ап adjoin- 
ing foundry. On the previcus night when he arrived 
home from work his wife commenced abusin him, but 
wishing to avoid quarrelling he went to bed. He, however, 
had not laid himself down more than two or three minutes 
before his wife attacked him in a brutal manner. tearing his shirt 
off, and attempting to strike him with a poker. He got up and took 
that from her, and endesvoured to quiet her, but she made & rush 
st the clock, the only article of value in the room, aad attempted to 
smash that.

THE PEABODY TRUST. 
Аноот а third of the £150 000 manifivently given by Mr. George 
Peabody to the poor of London has already been invested in build- 
ings and laud. The trustees of this fund are Mr. Adams, the 
American Minister, Lord Stanley, Біг Emerson Tennent, Mr. C. 
M. Lampson, and Mr. J. B. Morgan, and in addition to eligible 
sites purchased а: Shadwell and Bermondsey, they now possess a 
рісі of ground near the upper steamboat pier at Chelsea — which 
will probably be re-sold as not sufficiently spacious for their pur- 
poses—four blocks of buildings, rapidly approaching completion, in 
Green Man's-lane, Islington, end a stately edifios, containing fifty- 
seven tenements, all ocoupied, aud nine shops in Commercial. 
street, Spitalfields. The last-named building is thus subdivided :— 
Beven tenements, of three rooms, at 5з 04. а week. 


Forty-two of two rooms, at 4s. Od. а week. 
Bix ы н of two rooms, at 3a 64. а week. 
Two ” olone room, at2s 60. a week. 


In additition to which the shops on the basement floor are thus 
valued :— 
One corner shop, with eight roozs, washhouse, and 
kitchee.................................4&110 per annum. 
Seven shops, with six rooms.. £50 per annum, 
One shop only ...........................620 per annum. 
This portion of the building is of course alt „ 
trom the main objecta of Peabody don: the 
money accruing from it is invested and added to the Al fund. 
The corner shop is let, but three or four of the others are still un- 
occupied, aud ав the Ietington building is to be composed of dwell- 
ing tenements exclusively, it would seem that the trustees 
the shops as the least successful portion of their investment. On 
inspection of the Peabody buildings in Spitalfields the visitor would 
do well to remember that he seo before him an experiment which 
hae been eminently satisfactory, but which is an experiment still, 
and that its daily working will not improbably suggest emenda- 
tions and improvements, each of which will be carried eut in the 
other buildings of the trustees. Leaving Shoreditch by the street 
skirting the southern wall of tbe Great Eastern Бай Btation, 
and passing bare patches of enclosed ground, alternetely new 
buildiogs, churches, and faoteries, other symbole of & neigh- 
bovrhood in a transition state, & walk of а few minutes brings the 
visitor to а handsome block of red brick buildings, with a-frontage 
of more than two hundred feeb Although the etreóé мей ip broad 
aud airy, із tributaries run into some of the most ed 
distriots in London, and the situation of this kaot of d gs is 
admirably suited to the requirements of an laumenee number of 
working men. Іп the centre of the growwe floor, and dividing the 
shops pretty equally on either hand, are the offices and dwelling- 
rooms of the superintendent, an old soldier, whose duty it is to 
keep the books, receive the weekly rent, and see that the few and 
simple rules laid дожа by the trustees are property observed. А 
сору of these is supplied to each tenant at the commitmeement of 
his term, and runs thus: 
^ P. T —OoMMERCIAL STREET -- Хотісия.--1. The rents will be 
collec:«d оп Mondays from nine am. till one pm 2 No arrears 
of rent will be allowed. 3. The pasisges, baths, closets, &c., must 
be washed every Satarday, and swept every morning before ten 
o'clock. This must be done by the tenants in tarn. 4. Тһе 
windows of the rooms must be A^ in perfeot repair, 88 regards 
the glass. No clothes, &, shall hung ont. 5 Ohildren will 
not be allowed to play on the stairs, cr in the passages. 6. No 
carpets, mats, &, can be permitted to be biaten or shaken after ten 
o'clock in the morning. 7 Drunken or disorderly tenants will re- 
o. ive immediate notice to quit. 8. The zes will be turned off at 
eleven рта. 9 Tenants will pay for all damage not caused by fair 
wear. 10. Tenants are forbidden to keep dogs in the buildir g.” 
Considerable care has been exercised in the selection of tenants, 
and іп only one instance bas there been a case of srreare (45), or 
such s violation of roles as bas called for summary treatment. 
This exemption from the ordtnary vicissitudes of letting can be 
readily explained, for when the buildings were finished there were 
more than a hundred applications for the filty-seven tenements to 
let, and thig enabled the trustees to select from the recommends- 
tions in writing from the exployers and landlords, and by only 
&coeptipg such lodgers as were of orderly habita and reputable an- 
tecedents, to secure the Lenefits of the fand to the deserving poor. 
And though it шау be considered а stretch of language to apply 
this defisition to the great bulk of the Peabody tenants, who seem 
to te latourers, and ariizang earning а fair wage, it will 
be useful to remember that these are the very people 
who need better accommodation than they can obtain at present, 
that the trustees are bound ia common prudence to let the rocma to 
tenants who are likely to pay their rent, and that in future baildings 
à larger number of low-priced chambers will probably be set aside. 
We have been at some pains to ascertain the inoomes of the people 
асову housed in Spitalfields, and found them to range from 16s. 
to 30a. а week. ТЬе two balf-crown rooms are occupied by a char- 
woman and a female bootbinder respectively, whose ргөсіге earn- 
ings vary acourding to circumstances. The tepemenis at 3e 6d. 
are let to a monthly nurse, а charwoman, а policeman with 204 а 
week and (о а basket maker, а warehouseman, and a mechanio, all 
with 25s. а week. As will be seen from the figures given above 
the number of tenemente а! 43. a week ін nearly thieo times as many 
аз the rest combined, and the wages aud position of the men occupy- 
ing thew with their wives and families шау be fairly estimated by the 
following examples. There is а tobacco preparer, with 508 а Week; 
aud there are bootolosere, glassouticre, Frenoh polishers, shoe- 
makers, basketmokers, and coopers, with from 254. to 288. a week; 
labourers, pulice constables, warehouse and railway porters, and 
tailors, with 20+. а week; two or three porters with 18s.; aud one 
with 16s. a week. So much for the four-shilling tenements. The 
seven tete of rooms at five shillings ere occupied respectively by а 
widow with nive children, some of whom earn a little, and whose 
eldest son has 184. a week as a clerk, by a warehouseman with 30s. 
в week, a tailor's catte:-out with 30s. а week, а cooper with 30s. а 
week, a fireman with 25» a week, and a dook labourer with віх 
children and 15s. а week. The wife of the mau last named hae a 
sewing machine, and by her earnings enables her family to live in 
auch rooms as are cooupied by men of double her husband's means.
